Operatives Working on Case

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 16.—“We’re 
going to fight an offensive defense.” 
Thus 
Ralph 
Obenchain 
tersely 
characterized the coming battle for 
the freedom

Madalynne

chain, his former wife, as first actu­ 
al preparations were 
made 
today 
for the murder trial. 
“We’re not only going 
to 
clear 
Madalynne and Arthur Burch of the 
killing of Kennedy, hut 
we’re 
go­ 
ing to the bottom of 
these 
thous­ 
and and one malacious rumors and 
insinuations about various phases 
of the case,” the aggressive young 
attorney declared. 
To “ Muddy Waters” 
Obenchain intimated the possibil­ 
ity that a deliberate 
attempt 
was 
being made to “muddy the waters,” 
to the disadvantage of the present 
defendants, presumably by a source 
interested in the Kennedy tragedy. 
He would make no 
definite 
state­ 
ment in this respect, however. 
Madalynne Obenchain loved John 
Kennedy, to whom her husband sur­ 
rendered her, too much to have con­ 
spired to kiil him. 
This, it was learned today, will be 
the plea which the former husband 
himself will present to the jury in 
defense of his divorced wife. 
After a long conference 
in 
his 
wife’s cell, Obenchain 
announced 
this theory of her innocence, and 
added: 
“Madalynne is the on’y woman I 
ever loved.”

Friends of the Obenchains are to­ 
day convinced that he will attempt 
to win back the love he once gave 
up to Kennedy, 
Rumors have 
been 
current 
for 
some 
time in

“ too much evidence” was coming to 
light. 
This belief was bolstered in 
some quarters when parts of two dif­ 
ferent shotguns were found on the 
beach near Santa Monica recently. 
Neither was found until it became

No police official 
would

that no transcript had been made of 
the grand jury proceedings which 
resulted in the indictment of Mad- 
aiynne and Burch.

It was said that the defense would 
he badly handicapped in

Extension of time in which to plea 
to August 22 has been granted Mrs. 
Obenchain and Aruthur C. Burch, al­ 
so arraigned for Kennedy’s murder. 
“Tell them back east,” Obenchain 
said today, “that a new element has 
come into this mystery 
and 
that 
certain things establishing 
the

nocence of Madalynne 
and 
Burch 
are going to find their way into the 
headlines. 
“The whole effort so far has not 
been to solve the mystery of Ken­ 
nedy’s death but to tie the crime on 
two people.

Refusal of the committee to hear j 
William H. Johnston, president of 
the International Association of Ma- 
I chinists, and L. E. Sheppard, presi- 
i dent of the Order of Railway Con- 
| ductors, authorized to speak for the 
“ Big Four,” was characterized as the 
“ most un-American, tyrannical 
and 
autocratic procedure” in the history 
of a congressional committee in a 
statement issued by Johnston and 
Sheppard. 
“We wish to protect the American 
people against this action of these 
senators,” the statement added. 
“This is only one more evidence of 
Tailroad ownership of government,’ 
as contrasted with our demand for 
public ownership of railroads ” 
The committee immediately began 
consideration of the measure with 
the announced intention of report­ 
ing it to the senate later in the day. 
During the squabble over the hear­ 
ings a motion by Senator Pittman, 
Nevada, to call William G. McAdoo, 
former director general of the rail­ 
road administration, was voted down 
by a vote of 7 to 3. Senator LaFol- 
lette of Wisconsin voted with the 
Democrats and Senator Pomerene 
of Ohio, Democrat, voted with the 
Republicans. 


Senate Provides for Wood 
Appointment to High Post 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16. — The senate today passed a bill to 


make possible the appointment of Major General Leonard Wood, 
Governor General of the Philippine Islands. 
In urging the passage of the hill, Senator Wadsworth of New 


York said General Wood had signified his willingness to accept 


the post and that Secretary of War Weeks was anxious to see 
him appointed. 
“ The situation in the Philippines, ” said 
Wadsworth, “ is 


such as to constitute a serious condition of affairs and one re­ 
quiring the best talent and experience this country can procure. ” 
The senate late today extended the Ball act to prevent prof­ 
iteering in rents to May, 1922. 
The measure now goes to the house. 
Passed as an emergency measure during the war, the act 


was held unconstitutional in the lower court, but was upheld by 
the United States supreme court. 
New York state has a somewhat similar anti-rent profiteering 


measure.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 —Federal 
taxes are reduced $38 4,000,000 for

Russians Trade Trinkels and 
Heirlooms for Food in Faimine 


Note:

American writer who has been in 
Russia for several months with un­ 
usual opportunities for observing 
life in the Soviet Republic has em­ 
erged just , as the American relief 
commission is preparing to enter the 
country. In three articles, written 
for the United Press, M iss O’Neil 
describes conditions as they now are 
in Russia. 
The first article here­ 
with tells of the general Russian at­ 
titude toward the famine.

REVAL, Aug. 16 — The shad­ 
ow 
of famine looms large to­ 
day in Russia. 
Every phase of 
life is beginning to reflect it. 
Where and how to obtain food 
is the thought uppermost in the 
mind of everyone. 
Values at present are reckoned 
according to one standard — the 
amount of food which a given ar­ 
ticle represents. 
The food situ­ 
ation which is due in part to last 
year’s poor crop and 
has been 
growing more and more critical 
since February, was the biggest 
problem in Russian life even be­ 
fore famine developed in the Vol­ 
ga region. 
The re-establishment of com­ 
merce and the legalizing of trade 
in markets and shops, under the 
new regulations, has bettered the 
situation somewhat! 
The markets are the busiest 


places in Moscow and 
Petro- 
grad. 
Thousands of people go 
there daily to buy and barter. 
The latter is the more common 
because roubles are scarce and 
low in value and the peasant Is 
as eager for city products and 
finery as the city dweller is for 
food. 
At the market the city dweller 
trades his cigaret lighter made 
at home after factory hours, or 
his wife a handkerchief she has 
just embroidered. 
Household effects and personal 
belongings are still in demand, 
but few city folk possess now 
much that is saleable. 
One sees no jewels of value on 
the 
market — only 
pathetic 
trinkets for the most part and 
rubbish that seems of no value 
whatever. 
Sometimes it is a 
cracked mirror, perhaps a cup 
without a handle. 
I have seen a woman at the 
market, struggling with herself. 
Finally with an air of decision 
she strips a wedding ring from 
her finger and lays it before a 
peasant who has food 
he 
will 
trade for the keepsake. 
Generally speaking, the much 
tried Russian folk Is setting its 
face against famine and cholera 
with a splendid energy, and sol­ 
idarity. 


Heavy Guard Around Dr. Brum­ 
field Accused of Slaying In Al­ 
leged Insurance Plot. 


ROSEBURG, Ore., Aug. 16.—Word 
reached here that 
Sheriff 
Starmer 
and Deputy Sheriffs Webb and Hop­ 
kins, left Calgary, 
Alta., 
late 
last 
night with Dr. R. M. Brumfield over 
the Canadian Pacific 
railroad 
for 
Roseburg. 
Three more officers whose names 
could not be learned, will join the 
party at King’s Gate, the 
dispatch 
stated. 
The additional reinforcements are 
looked upon as an added precaution 
that no harm shall come to 
Dr. 
Brumfield, who is charged with the 
murder of Dennis Russell here July 
13, before he can come to trial. 
Preparations are being made to 
call a special session of the circuit 
court in order to mete out justice as 
swiftly as possible, it being under­ 
stood that such is the wish of both 
Dr. Brumfield and his friends. Feel­ 
ing among the friends of Russell is 
running high, and fears that the 
Brumfield escort may be mobbed up­ 
on arrival here lead to the belief 
that the alleged murderer may be 
smuggled into the city. 
Additional interest has been evoked 
In the approaching trial by reports 
that Brumfield is now denying his 
identity, is insisting that he has no 
wife and that he is Daniel Russell, 
not “Doc.” Brumfield. 
“I am Dennis Russell. Doc. Brum­ 
field was killed when the car turned 
over,” 
he 
reiterates, 
mumblingly, 
again and again, according to news 
reaching here.

ant in any capacity, from pu mping more water to 
lighting and heating his home. 
For the better part of 20 years the enterprise 
originally conceiv ed by the Cincinnati capitalists has 
done little bu t mark time. An u nexpected cou rt de­ 
cision—rendered in another cou nty, bu t applicable to j 
local conditions—forced a complete change from the 
original plans to bring the water to this side of the 
range and dev elop oceans of power in the nearly

Ve­ 
hicu lar traffic has been interfered with u ntil the ev il 
became intolerable. Recently the police hav e taken j 
to arresting tie jay-walkers. As a resu lt, the streets | 
are clearer than they hav e been for years, and au to­ 
mobiles hav e the freedom they need. 
Thu s it is recognized at last that the au tomobilist, 
as well as the pedestrian, has some rights. Latterly 
the man at the wheel has had the worst of it. He 
has had to obey drastic laws, to the letter, while the 
pedestrian obeyed no law bu t that of his own free 
will. 
If a motor car is requ ired to respect pedestrian 
traffic at crossings, su rely the pedestrians shou ld be 
made to respect au tomobile traffic on the street 
space between crossings, where v ehicles hav e the 
right of way. This is tacitly u nderstood ev erywhere, 
and explicitly stated in some city ordinances, bu t 
generally ignored in practice. 
W alkers today are as mu ch to blame for accidents 
as driv ers. 
Other cities that su ffer from the irre-! 
sponsible meanderings of people afoot shou ld follow 
Boston’s example. 
Then, when the pedestrians Jo 
their part, it will be easier to deal with careless 
driv ers.
